Fall Brings Campus Changes 


Although it seems like at least 5,000 more to the permanent 
residents and students who were here between quarters, 17, - 
000 students poured into Auburn in mid-September to begin a 


new school year. The returning 
record numbers of students 
found several changes such as 
the abolishment of standard 
dorm rules for women and the 
addition of some visitor restric- 
tions for men. They also founda 
reorganization of student per- 
sonnel with the office of dean of 
women abolished and a quartet 
of deans for student services 
added, along with a couple of 
new courses and a new depart- 
ment in the School of Arts and 


sciences. 
Changes in Rules 


The changes in men and 
women’s rules came about 
because of the Title IX re- 
quirements of equal treatment 
of men and women and, because 
of the Board of Trustees refusal 
to allow unrestricted visitation 
in the rooms of female students. 
Consequently, maximum visita- 
ton hours were set up and 
residents of each campus dorm 
were allowed to vote atthe 
beginning of fall quarter 
whether or not their dorm would 
allow opposite sex visitation 
and if so at what times and for 
how long. According to an an- 
nouncement made September 30 
by Dean of Student Life 
Katharine Cater, the two male 
dorms and seven of the 24 


female dorms voted for max- 
imum visitation. That means 
dorm residents can have guests 
of the opposite sex in their 
rooms from 6 p.m. Friday after- 
noon until 2 a.m. Saturday mor- 
ning, and from 10 a.m., Satur- 
day morning to 2 a.m. Sunday 
morning. Three women’s dorms 
voted to limit visitation to brief 
periods before and after home 
football games, with one voting 
for a token two-hour period of 
visitation immediately follow- 
ing the game. Other dorms 
varied times two or more hours 
from the maximum. 


Four Student Deans 


In the reorganization of stu- 
dent personnel, Katharine 
Cater, who had been dean of 
women since the late Forties, 
became the new dean of student 
life. Dr. James Foy remains as 
dean of student affairs with ad- 
ditional responsibilities. Dr. 
Wilbur Tincher, who had been 
director of educational services, 
has been retitled dean of student 
services, retaining his same 
responsibilities, and Dr. Harold 
Grant will have responsibilities 
for student health services, stu- 
dent development services, and 
campus food service as well as 
continuing to coordinate the 
university’s compliance with 


federal regulations forbidding 
discrimination because of race 


or sex. 
Despite the changes in men 


and women’s visitation rules, 


the matter isn’t settled. Each 


quarter, residents of the dorms 


will vote for different visitation 
hours, and in the meantime, 
residents of Magnolia Dor- 
mitory, the large men’s 
residence complex, are on a cam- 
paign to get their rules changed 
back to the old open rules for 
anytime visitation. The new 
rules which give more privileges 
to the women cut back on the 
men’s. 

In other areas, two new 
courses are open to students this 
quarter: an interdisciplinary 
series of freshman seminars 
called “Mentor” and.a Bicenten- 
nial course called “Adam Smith 
and Economic Liberalism” in 
the School of Business. 


Geography 


A new Department-~ of 
Geography has been added to 
the School of Arts and Sciences, 
bringing the number: of 
departments in that school to 
15. Formerly, geography had 
been a major course of study but 
not a separate department. Prof. 
Ed Bagwell is the acting head of 
the department which is housed 
in Miller Hall (the old pharmacy 
building).

Prior to that, 
he was head freshman football 
coach at Oklahoma State Uni- 


versity. 


Developing Alumni 
Support 


With the Alumni Association, 
Mr. Bradberry has had respon- 
sibility for developing alumni 
support of the University 
through local Auburn clubs 
throughout the United States as 
well as in Alabama. He has 
directed special fund drives for 
private support of business and 
alumni for such areas of the 
University as the School of 
Veterinary Medicine, the School 
of Pharmacy, and the School of 
Business. And he has worked 
with the Advisory Councils for 
Auburn’s various schools such

as the Engineering Advisory 
Council, the Pharmacy Ad- 
visory Council, etc. 


Special Projects 


In addition, Mr. Bradberry 
has had the responsibility for all 
alumni reunions for the past ten 
years. For the past three years 
he has directed all special pro- 
jects for the Alumni Associa- 
tion, such as the current “Ap- 
preciation and Renewal °76” 
program. He has worked with 
individuals and tax consultants 
in setting up numerous bequest 
programs for Auburn Uni- 
versity.

Dr. Nix, who headed a com- 
mittee to select Mr. Sarver’s 
successor, praised Mr. 
Bradberry for his work with the 
Alumni Association over the 
past ten years: “Buck has 
brought the active Auburn 
Clubs up from 51 to 81 during 
this period, while giving major 


effort to the several develop- 
ment programs,” said Dr. Nix. 
“His dedication to the uni- 
versity and his tireless efforts to 
improve the Association assure 
us that Buck Bradberry is the 
ideal person to continue the 
work Mr. Sarver has so ably con- 
ducted for Auburn.” 


Fund Drives 


Dr. Philpott cited Mr. 
Bradberry’s work in organizing 
and directing special fund 
drives which have already 
resulted in $800,000 for the 
School of Veterinary Medicine 
and more than $900,000 for the 
School of Pharmacy. A drive of 
$767,000 for new equipment for 
the School of Business began 
this summer and another for $1 
million for health programs in 
the School of Arts and Science is 
just getting underway. 

““‘Development programs 
which involve our alumni are of 
increasing importance to 
Auburn University and Buck 
Bradberry has proven his effec- 
tiveness in this area,” Dr. 
Philpott said. “We look forward 
to the continuation of these and 
other alumni programs under 


the leadership he has shown 
during the last decade.” 


National Office 


Mr. Bradberry has held 
several offices in the American 
Alumni Counéil, the 
professional organization for 
alumni staff, at both the district 
and national levels. Last year 
he served on the organization 
board of directors to merge the 
AAC with the American College 
Public Relations Association to 
form the new organization, the 
Council for Advancement and 
Support of Education. 

He has been active in com- 
munity, civic, and church af.- 
fairs, serving as chairmanofthe 
Parks and Recreation Board for 
the City of Auburn for four 
years, as director of the Lee 
County Camp for Under- 
privileged Children, and as 
chairman of the American 
Cancer Society Fund Drive. 

He and his wife, Mary (Butch) 
Palmer ’52, an interior designer, 
have four children: Julee and 
Jim, students at Auburn; 
George, a local insurance agent; 
and John, a tenth grader at 
Auburn High School.

One-Year Budget Called ‘Temporary Solution’ 


On September 18, the Board of Trustees’ Budget Com- 
mittee approved a $119.5 million budget for the 1976-77 
school year. The budget, which became effective on October 


1, is slightly higher than last 
year’s despite the $1 million cut 
in funds from the legislature. In 
a written statement, President 
Harry M. Philpott explained 
that a larger total budget is 
possible “because of additional 
contracts and grants received 
from other sources, more money 
from student fees with a larger 
enrollment than was expected, 
and an increase in outside funds 


_ generated by the university.” 


‘They don’t help us 
with teaching’ 


However, Dr. Ben T. Lanham, 
vice president for administra- 
tion, explained that.the grants 
and contracts, primarily. from 
federal and industrial sources, 
are earmarked for special 
programs. ““They don’t help us 
with teaching,” he said. He also 
said that the increased enroll- 
ment can also create probléms 
as well as bring in additional 
revenue: More fees are 
generated but more staff and 
faculty services are required. 


Appeal to 
Legislature 


In talking about the $119.5 
million budget, of which $108.1 
million is for the main campus 
and $11.4 million for AUM, the 
university officials stressed that 
it is a one-year only arrange- 
ment. Dr. Philpott said, “It is 
our hopethat the legislature will 
restore the $1,064,000 taken 
from ‘our current budget and

provide additional money to the 
institution in the 1977 session. 

“Unless some additional 
relief is provided to us by the 
legislature, the university can- 
not maintain its level of quality 
nor adequately teach the record 
number of students on our cam- 
pus without a tuition increase 
next year. 


‘Cannot maintain 
quality’ 


“We have been successful in 
our efforts to eliminate the 
necessity for a fee increase this 
year only by cutting back in 
other areas and utilizing 
savings from last year,” ’Presi- 
dent Philpott continued. “We 
cannot maintain this posture 
for more than one year.” 


Filling Critical 
Positions Only 


He said Auburn had cut back 
on travel, major equipment 
purchases, energy consump- 
tion,’ and refrained from 
creating new positions or filling 
vacancies. “We are filling only 
the most critical positions on 
campus as they come open.” 

The resources for the main 
campus budget include: $41 
million in general state money 
and student fees; $25 million in 
experimental and _ extension 
grants; $7 million in other 
grants and contracts; $17 
million from auxiliary services 
of the university (including 
dorms and the bookstore), and 
$68 million from endowments 


and investments (with much of 
that earmarked for special pur- 
poses for which the endowments 
were made and much of it 
money of which only the in- 
terest can be used). 


Cost-of- Living 
Increase 


Although the new budget con- 
tains a small cost-of-living 
salary increase for faculty and 
staff (slightly more than three 
percent for the lower wage 
earners and slightly less for the 
higher- wage earners), Dr. 


_ Philpott pointed out that the in- 


crease in no way keeps up with 
inflation as the actual cost of liv- 
ing increased more than six per- 
cent last year. 


Large Student Loads 


Commenting on the seven 
new positions, Dr. Philpott ex- 
plained: “We have provided for 
a few new positions where large 
student loads made it im- 
perative to add new positions to 
maintain quality.” 

In-discussing the possibilities 
for increased funding from the 
legislature, Dr. Lanham pointed 
out that the “current growth 
rate of the Special Education 
Trust Fund. receipts this year’ 
indicates “that the 1977 
legislature will be in a position 
to increase appropriations to 
Auburn to a point that will 
restore the $1 million cut made 
in 1976, that will cover the very 
small and inadequate cost of liv- 
ing adjustments made in 
Auburn’s 1976-77 budget, and 
that will provide continued and 
adequate funding to meet the 


Cite ‘Military Tactics’— 


B&G Workers Threaten Strike 


A threatened strike by food and maintenance workers on 
the Auburn campus has been averted, at least temporarily. 
Strike threats had been in the air since August when a one- 


day ‘“‘sick-out” brought the 
attention of the campus and 
community at large to the dis- 
satisfactions of Buildings and 
Grounds (B&G) and Food Ser- 
vice workers. Apparently the 
most recent situation resulted 
from morale and personnel 
problems caused by what the 
workers called “military-type 
tactics” and “preferential hir- 
ing of retired military men.” 
(Director Linwood Funchess 
and Assistant Director Edward 
T. Williams of Buildings and 
Grounds are both retired 
military career men. Estimates 
are that at least 70 —most of 
them in supervisory positions— 
of the 315 B&G employees are 
retired military personnel, 
although the University has 
refused to deny or confirm that 
figure.) 


Compromises Prevent 
Walkout 


A large-scale strike was 
threatened for September 23, the 
day classes started for fall 
quarter. However, it never 
materialized as talks progressed 
between B&G and university 
administrators. Another likely 
strike day was picked as Friday, 
October 1, the day after 
paychecks went out. However 
additional meetings with uni- 
versity officials along with the 
university’s efforts to deal with 
some of the immediate problems 
prevented that walkout. For in- 
stance, a 45-year employee of 
the university, J.M. Whitman, 
former mechanical foreman, 
has been promoted to be an 
assistant under Williams, deal- 
ing directly with the workers. 


University does not 
Recognize Union 


At the heart of the dealings 
with B&G workers is Laborers 
International Union Local 246. 
Although the university refuses 
to recognize the union as a 


needs of higher education at 
Auburn and at all publicly- 
supported institutions of higher 
learning.” 


More State Funds 
or 
Higher Tuition 


Dr. Lanham elaborated 
further: “The legislature next 
year must decide whether to tax 
the general public to obtain the 
funds needed to pay for higher 
education. or whether it will 
force higher education to extract 
the same funds from those 
students that happen to be 
enrolled in the universities at 
that time. 

“Historically and traditional- 
ly, the legislature has used state 
funds for this purpose. There 
seems to be at this time no basis 
for changing this procedure.” 


bargaining agent for its 
employees, approximately 200 
B&G employees are members of 
the union, and some university 
officials maintain that the real 
issue in the threatened strike is 
recognition ofthe union. The un- 
iversity as a state agency does 
not recognize the unions, but un- 
ion officials maintain that uni- 
versity officials can talk with 
them, and apparently that is 
what happened to avert the 
most recently-threatened strike. 
On Thursday, September 30, Dr. 
Ben Lanham, administrative 
vice president for the uni- 
versity, University Lawyer Tom 
Samford, and Personnel Direc- 
tor Robert Schultz met with un- 
ion officials. Later that day Dr. 
Lanham spoke to all non- 
budgeted personnel. The day 
before, union officials had met 
with Gov. George Wallace as 
chairman of the AU Board of 
Trustees. 


Advised Against 
Walkout 


~ When the B&G workers 
crowded into the Rubber 
Workers’ Union Hall in Opelika 
the night of September 30, they 
apparently were not asked to 
vote on striking, but instead un- 
ion officials advised them 
against a walk-out, saying 
workers had made gains in re- 
cent weeks and that the money 
is not available for wage in- 
creases and that the Legislature 
is not in session to appropriate 
any. 


Personnel Problems 


In enumerating priorities for 


' discussion with the university, 


the workers listed the situation 
in staffing and personnel as 
first priority and salary in- 
creases second. More specifical- 
ly the workers cited lack of ad- 
vancement-opportunities, inef- 
ficiency, low pay, and racism. 


Could be Fired 


Should a strike hit the cam- 
pus, Auburn President Harry M. 
Philpott warned in a letter to all 
nonbudgeted personnel (paid 
hourly instead of monthly) that 
“anyone who participates in a 
walkout or strike. or other 
deliberate effort to restrict uni- 
versity operations or damages 
university property will be sub- 
ject to dismissal.” A later letter 
to all university personnel and 
students indicated the unt 
versity’s commitment to keep- 
ing the university open and the 
workers safe on their jobs. 


Would Involve 470 


A strike would involve about 
470 B&G and Food Service 
employees including dining hall 
help, janitorial and maid ser- 
vice, maintenance of buildings 
and machines, mechanics, 
carpenters, and paint shop 
workers. 
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For State Campuses— 


Liquor Limit Abolished 


State law no longer restricts the sale of alcoholic beverages 
to a distance of one mile from the Auburn or any other college 
campus. In a recent case, Judge Frank B. Embry of 


Montgomery Circuit Court ruled 
such a law unconstitutional. 
The ruling resulted from a suit 
brought by Bill Perkins, an 
Auburn businessman who had 
applied for a restaurant-liquor 
license for -Courtney’s, a 
restaurant-lounge he plans to 
open downtown in the old Polly- 
Tek building. Mr. Perkins was 
denied a liquor license because 
the location (directly across 
from the main gate) was within 
the one-mile limit set by state 
law. -He then brought suit 
against the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, the district at- 
torney, and the state attorney 
general. The resulting ruling 
was based on several points ac- 
cording to the judge. Among 
them was inconsistency of the 


law. Arnold Umbach, lawyer for. 


Mr. Perkins in the suit, called 
the law arbitrary: “Population 
restrictions prohibited the sell- 
ing of alcoholic beverages 
within a mile of the campus of 
Auburn University in Auburn 
and Troy State University in 
Troy, but permitted alcoholic 
sales within a mile of their 
branches in Montgomery.” 

Mr. Umbach said that the 
vagueness of the law was 
another reason for the ruling: 
“It doesn’t state if the one-mile- 
law is a one-mile perimeter or 
radius, nor does it explain what 
happens if the University 


should buy more property.” 
The ruling has resulted in the 
applications for a large number 
of lhcenses for downtown 
Auburn, but, with the exception 
of the license for Courtney’s, 
only six beer licenses have been 


approved by the Auburn City 
Council, and those licenses are 
all for food and convenience 
stores for off-premise consump- 
tion. The Auburn City Council 
has postponed all applications 
for further licensing until the 
city attorney draws up or- 
dinances for the regulation of es- 
tablishments offering beer. 
Current liquor law requires that 
places selling liquor also sell 
food, and the dollar volume of 
food sales is supposed to be 
greater than liquor sales. No 
such requirements currently 
exist for places selling beer. 

Five restaurants near down- 
town Auburn have requested 
beer licenses: Pasquales Pizza, 
The Subway, Chanelo’s, MaMa 
Goldbergs, and Over the Hump. 
The first four are in a three- 
block stretch of Magnolia 
Avenue and the fifth is located 
at 345 S. College Street. 

Solomon’s Sandwich Shop, 
which opened in late summer, 
has also applied for a liquor 
license and the Auburn City 
Council postponed action on 
that license too. Solomon’s is 
located out Magnolia Avenue 
near fraternity row. 


City officials are postponing 
granting further licenses until 
they obtain the reactions of 
townspeople regarding selling 
beer in the downtown area. The 
state will not issue a liquor 
license to any establishment 
without the approval of the local 
governing body, but it has 
granted beer licenses over the 
objection of the local govern- 
ment.

Bequest Endows 
Vet Chair 


The Jack O. W. Rash 
Professorship in Internal 
Veterinary Medicine has been 
established at Auburn through 
earnings from an endowment of 
$235,000 from a bequest by the 
Miami physician. 

Before his death in 1974, Dr. 
Rash, who had retired from 
practice, relied on Auburn 
veterinarians to care for his six 
Irish setters. He contributed to 
the research program in small 
animal medicine, supporting 
studies in eye work, orthopedic, 
and heartworm research. He 
also donated diagnostic equip- 
ment for the clinic. 


Mr. Yates, who holds a 
master’s from the University of 
Florida, practiced pharmacy in 
Anniston before joining 
Lederle. He retired as vice presi- 
dent of Research Corporation of 
New York before returning to 


Auburn seven years ago. Since’ 


retiring from the university and 
spending a short while as a con- 
sultant in the Alumni Office, he 
has joined the United States 
Pharmacopeia in Washington, 
D.C., as advisor and consultant.

series of continuing reports from selected public 
school systems in Alabama for one very compell- 
ing reason: My prolonged in- 
vestigation has led to a 
building of personal opinion 
that demands release in the 
form of some rather dogmatic 
conclusions. 


the desegregation process has 
worked to the detriment of 
sound education for most 
students—both black and

My second conclusion is that the deterioration 
should not have taken place and need not con- 
tinue: The only requisite for reversal is a bit of ex- 
pert mental janitorial service that will sweep our 
minds clean of the destructive notion that schools 
are primarily social rather than educational 
institutions.

dinate all other matters to their proper places in 


_ an academic routine geared to the central objec- 
' tive of teaching every child to read accurately 


and thoughtfully, to write lucidly and coherently, 
and to calculate precisely and appropriately. 


Of course, I am simplifying, and certainly, the 
regimen suggested here might apply as well toa 
tutorial plan for a medieval manor as to a modern 
school. But I don’t think I am oversimplifying: 
After all, the reading materials, the writing 
topics, and the matters for calculation will in- 
evitably reflect the problems of the present age. 
Furthermore, if our children are too dumb to 
realize that we exist in a twentieth century 
American democracy instead of a medieval Euro- 
pean fiefdom, we might as well forego the expen- 
sive effort of any futile attempt to educate them. 


Also, Iam neglecting to deal with such complex 
matters as motivation, cultural differences, and 
socialization skills. I am omitting detailed treat- 
ment of those matters because of my remaining 
Sweeping conclusions: First, that we do not have 
to motivate children to learn—the desire to know 
is a natural compulsion that requires nurture 
only, not creation. Second, that children perceive 
cultural, ethnic, or racial similarities and 
differences without the necessity of tutoring, but 
that some real training in educational basics will 
enable them to shape their perceptions and resul- 
tant actions more wisely. And finally, that 
children adequately schooled in educational 
basics will develop appropriate modes for social 
interaction naturally of their own accord. 


In brief, I am convinced that the proper func- 
tion of public schools is to provide each child the 
tools for cultivating his unique native endow- 
ment and that any effort to mold his social 
perceptions and shape his character represents 
not only an unjustifiable deviation from purpose 
but also a violation of an inalienable individual 
right.

Of Flying Machines & Cotton Patches

The Zeppelin Department czar* was sitting 
alone, drinking Sanka, when I entered the very 
exclusive E] Toro Club the other day. I finally got 
the attention of the dishwater-blond waitress, 
who shuffled over and perceived, eventually, that 
I wanted some coffee. 

Zeppelin and I chatted and told lies for a while 
about how hard we had to work when we were 
younguns. Somewhere along in there I happened 
to mention something about a cartoon that 
appeared in the deliciously nostalgic Good Old 
Days magazine. 


The cartoon, done in the general style of J.R. 
Williams ’ “Out Our Way” (that used to share the 
top of the Birmingham Post funny page with 
“Our Boarding House”), depicts a_ typical 
depression-era small town backyard scene. 


Among the flapping clothes on the clothesline 
and hanging out the windows of the house, the 
members of the household, and the neighbors on 
the other side of the fence, are all looking toward 
the sky. 

The man of the house, with the rubber bands 
around his sleeves, says, ‘““They’re getting more 
regular. That’s two that’s passed over already 
this year,” or something like that. They were 
looking at an airplane. 


And me and Zeppelin reminisced over our 
coffee and talked about how we, too, used to run 
out and look up at the first faint buzz of an air- 
craft engine. I could be chopping cotton or 
something, and I’d lean on that hoe and watch 
from the time a plane would be the tiniest speck 


on one side of the horizon till it faded totally away 


on the other side. It must, of course, be admitted 
that it didn’t take the biggest excuse in the world 
to get me to lean on my hoe. I wasa very good hoe 
leaner. It’s just a gift some people have. I try to be 
modest about it. 


And somehow I got to talking about the time 
the plane landed in Bert Guin’s cotton field on the 
south side of town, right next to the city 
graveyard. I said that I reckoned the plane ran 
out of gas, which was the reason for the landing 
in that particular place, which was the largest 
flat treeless place anywhere around those parts. 
Zeppelin said, yes, running out of gas would tend 
to cause a plane to land somewhere. 


I didn’t acknowledge his comment at all and 
went on to tell about how that thing went down 
through that cotton field, slinging cotton bolls 
and stalks in every direction in pure Bush Hog 
fashion, and how people came from all over the 
county to look on in wonderment at this 
miraculous machine. 


. Best I recollect, the pilot couldn’t find a place to 
take off, and possibly the plane wasn’t able to 
take off, so somebody came in a big truck, and 
they hauled it off, maybe partially disassembled. 


Zeppelin said, yeah, them cotton bolls would 
really mess up a plane, especially a fabric-

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covered one. He said he knew from experience. 
Then he went on to tell of some of his adventures, 
as pictures of Barney Baxter and his sidekick Gus 
formed in my mind. As he talked, I commenced to 
see an aviator cap taking form on his head and 
goggles appearing in place of his bifocals. 


I kind of half closed my eyes and pictured the 
action as he described his landing in a cotton 
patch one time. It was, he said, from his point of 
view at the time, as pretty a cotton patch as ever 
he saw. 


When he hit the ground, he said, and started 
down the cotton rows (I didn’t ask and he didn’t 
say, but surely he was going down the rows in- 
stead of across them. Since he’s an old farm boy, I 
do give him credit for knowing that much at least. 
I mean, going across the rows is rough even ina 
wagon.), the green bolls were hitting his speeding 
plane like thousands of big ball bearings. 


He must not have been in that tall, tall cotton in 
the rich part of the field, though, because no per- 
manent damage was done to the plane. He was 
able to take off again. 


That, however, took some doing. He said that 
there was a little country road running by the cot- 
ton field that was straight for a sufficient dis- 
tance to allow a takeoff. But it was so narrow that 


the wings of the plane stuck out over the fences on. 


each side of the road, and some of the fence posts, 
in typical old-time style, stuck up a lot higher 
than others, high enough to hit the wings. 


So before he could take off, he and the farmer 
had to go down the fences, sawing off the tops of 
the too-tall posts. That farmer had the neatest, 
most uniform fence posts in the whole area.

Only Yesterday

Sixty Years Ago: “Auburn romped over, around and 
through Mercer,” reported the Alumnus, in a long drawn out 
contest, and defeated the Baptists by the score of 92 to0. That 


October, 1916, issue stated, “The 
Mercer team appeared in poor 
condition and they took out time 
so often that the game became 
uninteresting. The game was 
featured by the brilliant attack 
shown by Auburn; both first 
and second string men starring 
on the offense. Bill Donahue 
was the sensation of the after- 
noon, for with five trials of 
carrying the ball, he made four 
touchdowns, with average runs 
of fifty yards each, and was 
downed on the ten yard line on 
the other occasion. Henderson, 
at right half, led Mercer’s at- 
tack, and was largely responsi- 
ble for the three first downs 
made by the Baptists.” 

L.W. Duffee ’04 wrote a letter 
to the editor stating, “I noted 
with special interest your 
editorial in the last issue on ‘The 
Students and Commencement.’ 

“It was with much regret that 
I noticed the last year’s program 
did not include any military 
features, which, it was explain- 
ed, had been transferred to the 
middle of the session. As shown 
by your article, the authorities 
have studied the problem out 
carefully, and have done what 
they considered best; but the 
writer must confess to a feeling 
of disappointment. The lure of 
Commencement Days had losta 
great deal of its glamor with the 
passing of the military drills.” 

Auburn defeated Georgia for 
. the 13th time in the history of 
the South’s oldest football con- 
test. According to the Orange 
and Blue, “The cohorts of 
Auburn are proudly waving our 
Orange and Blue standards 
while the supporters of Georgia 
are fondly nursing their Red 


and Black in the knowledge that 
their colors only fell after as 
desperate a struggle as the 
Southern gridiron has known.” 
Auburn’s “Moon” Ducote kick- 
ed a fourth quarter field goal of 
45 yards to give the Tigers a 3 to 
0 win. Mr. Ducote had the ball 
set down on his head gear with 
Mr. Pendergast holding and “‘t 
was the first time in years 
Auburn resorted to a place kick 
to score,” stated the Orange and 
Blue. 

Fifty Years Ago: The first A- 
Club dance of the year was held 
Saturday night October 2 in the 
gymnasium. The dance began 
at 9 o'clock and a large crowd of 
students and alumni were ex- 
pected to attend. All members of 
the Clemson football team were 
cordially invited to attend and 
the music was furnished by the 
Collegians. Many out-of-town 
girls who attended the pre-game 
festivities and the Auburn- 
Clemson contest were expected 
to remain over for the dance. 

The College Picture Show at 
the Y-Hut featured the Eugene 
Tunney serial “The Fighting 
Marine” on Monday, Wednes- 
day, Friday, and Saturday. 

The first issue of the Alabama 
Farmer for the scholastic year 
1926-27 came off the presses ear- 
ly in October. According to the 
Plainsman, “This issue is a tru- 
ly remarkable one and isa credit 
to the staff and the college. The 
Alabama Farmer is a com- 
paratively young magazine 
having had its beginning seven 
years ago as a mimeograph 
sheet for farmers. Under the 
management of capable 
students the sheet has grown

Fostered by the Ag Club, the 
1926-27 volume was edited by 
G.B. Phillips and the business 
manager was J.M. Herren, Jr. 

As WAPI radio, then station- 
ed in Auburn, broadcasted the 
Auburn-LSU and Alabama- 
Georgia Tech games, telegrams 
from throughout the state began 
pouring into the station. “Troy, 
Alabama. 50 listening in. Recep- 
tion good. Everybody for 
Auburn and Alabama. Wadley, 
Alabama. Program Fine. Big 
crowd listening in at 
Schuesslers Store. We are all for 
API and Alabama. Grove Hill, 
Alabama. About 100 listening 
in, including Grant Gillis and 

Barnes. Dickinson and 
Dunn Merchantile Co.” 

The Plainsman ran an an- 
nouncement for the following 
Saturday’s contest against 
Auburn and Tulane which read, 
“Saturday afternoon at 2:00 in 
Langdon Hall there will be a 
matinee (radio) of the Auburn- 
Tulane game giving the play by 
play details. The price of admis- 
sion is 25 cents. All students are 
urged to attend as the money 
goes into the treasury of the 
Athletic Association.” 

Forty Years Ago: Rat Week 
for the girls began Sunday, Oc- 
tober 18 and lasted through the 
following Thursday when a 
“court” was held at 8 o’clock in 
Smith Hall for the Rats that 
failed to comply with the rules 
set forth by the WSGA. Miss 
Dobbs served as judge of the 
court. The, rules. as. they 
appeared in the Plainsman 
were: 

1.) Freshman girls must 
wear Rat Caps at all times. 

2.) Freshman girls shall 
salute all upper classmen. 

3.) Freshman girls shall not 
walk through the main gate. 

4.) Freshman girls must 
register at the tea Wednesday. 
Those not there will get 5 
demerits.” 

According toa couple of ads in 
the Plainsman, “Twice as much, 
Twice as Good, Royal Crown is 
tops in size and taste. 12 ounces 
for 5 cents.” And, “Par-T-Pak, 6 
full classes of ginger ale in a full 
quart bottle for 10 cents plus bot- 
tle deposit.” 

The Plainsman announced, 
“Classes have been excused 
Thursday between 9 and 10 
o’clock to enable students en 
masse to see the football team 
off to Detroit. Students are ask- 
ed to assemble at the main gate 
and fall in behind the band as it 
leaves to meet the 9:20 train on 
which the players will leave. 
The entire cheerleading squad 
will be on hand to direct the 
meeting. The band will play 
enroute to the station and at in- 
tervals while the train is in. 
Several yells will be given at the 
station as the players embark 
on one of the longest trips of the 
season.” ; 

The Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Company (A&P) celebrated its 
77th anniversary and the 
Auburn store participated with 
a sale which included: 3 pounds 
of coffee for 49 cents, 100 pounds 
of sugar for $5.00, a 16 oz. loaf of 
bread for 6 cents, 5 pounds of 
potatoes for 15 cents, and a 
dozen one-pound cans of Iona 
Pork and Beans for 65 cents. 


Thirty-Five Years Ago: 
The Auburn Forum of October, 
1941 reported that, “Since its 
beginning 12 years ago, the 
Auburn Engineering Experi- 
ment Station has been carrying 
out systematic researches on the 
mineral and agricultural 
resources of Alabama. The 
results of these researches have 
been published in bulletin form 
and as articles in various 
technical scientific journals.” 

Included in the list of bulletins 
were: “Fuel briquettes from 
Southern Pine sawdust,” “A 
Transparent Aluminum Glass 
from Blast Furnace Slag,” and 
“Sweet Potato Starch as a Siz- 
ing Agent in the Textile In- 
dustry.” 

“Some Odd Anatomical 
Features of Animals,” by T.C. 
Fitzgerald, professor of 
Anatomy and Histology, 
reported in The Auburn Forum 
that, “The horse has no collar 
bone, yet we make them wear a 
collar to do our work. The hog 
has a bone in the end of its nose 
called the osrostrae, used in 
rooting up the ground. The mule 
is a common beast of burden 
with three peculiarities: they 
will not over-work; they will not 
over-eat; and they are not 
capable of reproducing their 
own kind. The explanation as to 
why a cow always gets up rear 
part first and a horse gets up 
front feet first will be left until 
later.” 

According to the October 31 

issue of the Plainsman, “The 
Women’s Athletic Association 
will give its annual Girl-Break 
Dance tonight. The dance is 
open to all girls, whether they 
bring dates or not and will be 
quite informal. Price of admis- 
sion is 66 cents ‘stag’ and 77 
cents for a couple. Music will be 
provided by the Auburn 
Knights.” 
' At the Tiger Theatre Jack 
Benny starred in “Charley’s 
Aunt” with Kay Francis and 
James Ellison. 

On October 25 the “Auburn 
Special’ sponsored by Western 
Railway of Alabama left 
Auburn at 7:50 a.m. for Atlanta 
and the Auburn-Georgia Tech 
game. The round-trip cost $2.90 
plus 5 percent federal govern- 
ment tax. 

Thirty Years Ago: Travis 
Tidwell led the Auburn Tigers to 
a 26-6 victory over the Purple 
Hurricane from Furman before 
a Homecoming crowd of 12,000. 
The Auburn Band, in new blue 
and orange uniforms, and 
members of the Naval ROTC 
unit at API paraded at the half, 
setting the scene for the presen- 
tation of a loving cup to Miss 
Homecoming, Marian Gray of 
Atmore. 

“War Eagle,” a song written 
by Jack Stone and Fred Thomp- 
son, was dedicated to Gen. 
Holland M. (Howlin’ Mad) 
Smith. According to the 
Alumnews, ‘“The song typifies 
the activities of this man and 
the true Auburn spirit.” 

Coach Wilbur Hutsell, “Rock 
of Auburn,” according to the 
Alumnews, received from 
George Mattison, Jr., 19, a $1,- 
000 bond given by alumni in ap- 
preciation of his 25 years of ser- 
vice at API. “I wouldn’t be hap- 
py anywhere else,” Coach 
Hutsell said. 

Jean Bennett, sophomore in 


home economics education, was 
elected to reign as queen of the 
Ag Fair. A member of the 
Auburn Independent Organiza- 
tion and Oracles, Jean was from 
Andalusia. 

The Alumnews reported that, 
“The Great Auburn Band now 
has band majorettes, all of 
whom have had experience with 
batons. 

“Kelda Ward, freshman in 
music, attended Shawnee Mis- 
sion High School, Kansas City, 
and won a first division rating 
in the ninth region in National 
Regional Music contest. 

““Bunny’ Bennett, sophomore 
in nursery education from 
Opelika, was formerly with the 
Opelika band. 

‘““Zilpha Ann Draper, 
sophomore in home economics, 
marched with the Lawrence 
County High School band in 
Moulton. 

“Danny Sue Gibson, 
sophomore in applied art, learn- 
ed to swing the baton at Tunica 
County High School in Clayton, 
Miss. 

“Nancy Young, freshman in 
applied art, was formerly with 
the Coffee High School band at 
Florence.”

In 1918, the brand new 
American LaFrance (ALF) was 
fighting fires in Jacksonville, 
Fla. She was sold to the city of 
Marion, Ala., in 1926, where she 
continued her fire fighting 
career until she was sold to 
Roberta, Ga., in 1940. Among 
her Marion missions was the 
fire that almost destroyed the 
main building of Judson 
College. 


Last Used in ’50s 


She was last used for fire 
fighting in the 1950’s, then 
retired to the rough shed in 
Hawkinsville where, in 1972, 
Walter Clement, assistant 
professor of technical services 
and supervisor of mechanical 
engineering laboratories at 
Auburn, found her. Luckily for 
the ALF, Prof. Clement is an an- 
tique vehicle buff, and having 
had 20 years’ experience restor- 
ing Model T Fords and old 
steam engines, he took the fire 
truck home to Notasulga, Ala., 
to begin the extensive overhaul 
required to restore the truck. 

Prof. Clement describes the 
ALF’s condition when he found 
her as “very poor.” 

“She is a 4-cylinder combina- 
tion chemical, pump and hose 
car. The old girl was serial 1974, 
and though her speedometer 
now shows only 1,800 miles, she 
was in rough shape,” he said. 

“Her bell, siren, searchlight, 
ladders, lanterns, ex- 
tinguishers, and pike pole were 
gone. The seat was rusted 
through in places and the 
original gas tank had been 
replaced with an obviously 
home-made job,” he continued. 


Tools Date to 1890 


Prof. Clement’s first step was 
to completely disassemble the 
rig, using a set of tools made es- 
pecially for this type of work 
which had belonged to his 
father. Some of the tools date 
back to the 1890’s. 

Prof. Clement sanded, 
repaired, and painted the 
chassis and the brightwork and 
replaced missing parts from 
parts dealers and junked trucks. 
He then cleaned and repaired 
the engine, ground the valves, 
and checked and fitted the 
bearings. 

He replaced all the equipment 
that was missing, checking with 
fire departments and friends 
who share his hobby. New tires, 
38 inches by 4 inches, were hard 
to come by. The engine had to 
have a new crankcase, piston 
rings, and valve springs. 
Ladders had to be replaced, as 
well as the search light, hand- 
cranked siren, bell, and hose. 

“The hardest things to find 
were the special fire department 
kerosene lanterns, the kind with 
wind screens,” Prof. Clement 
said. “But I kept looking until I 
found them, because I wanted 
everything on the fire engine to 
be authentic.” 

On test day, the engine fired 
up right away and ran well, and 
the water pump easily attained

Anativeof Spartanburg, S.C., 
Prof. Clement lives on a farm in 
Notasulga where the only 
steam-operated Corliss engine 
in America powers his fully- 
equipped 1890-era machine 
shop. 

“My interest in engines and 
heavy machinery goes back to 
my days working in a 
mechanical engineering lab at 
Clemson,” Prof. Clement said. 
“My father was manager of a 
machine shop and his ex- 
perience helped me get started.” 

Shortly after the ALF was 
restored, Prof. Clement was in- 
vited to take her to a festival in 
Marion featuring crafts and an- 
tiques. Since the Marion 
homecoming, he has also shown 
the ALF at musters, or antique 
fire truck shows, in Callaway 
Gardens, Ga., LaGrange, Ga., 
Demopolis, and Auburn. Her 
most recent appearance was in 
Alexander City in October. 

Prof. Clement occasionally 
takes the fire engine out for a 
run or for a parade, to make sure 
she is kept in good running con- 
dition. After each run, the ALF 
is carefully gone over, wiped, 
and polished, and mechanical 
repairs are attended to. “I ad- 
mire and respect the integrity of 
the people who designed and 
built these old machines,” he 
commented. “I think that’s why

is superior to almost any car.” 

Prof. Clement, who had 
firefighting experience himself 
as a volunteer fireman at Clem- 
son, said he has no more old 
vehicle restoration projects 
planned. But he isn’t sitting 
idle. He is presently involved 
with building his own home, 
which he designed “straight 
from an old Victorian design 
book. It’s an A.J. Downing 
‘Country House’,” he said. 

“lve been working on the 
house for two years and am 
nowhere near through,” he said. 
He is carving the gingerbread 
trim for the front, and has made 
two stained glass, leaded win- 
dows. 

He has no modern alterations 
for his house. Even the mantels 
for the two fireplaces are from 
an old house in Opelika, he said. 

“My house is a bigger project 
than the fire truck was,” he com- 
mented matter-of-factly. And 
that’s got to be an understate- 
ment.

Football Injury Leads to Career

Sometimes a bad break is a good thing—if it sets in motion 


a chain of events leading to new goals and success. That’s 
the way Woody Norris, a first quarter freshman at Auburn, 


looks at it. A football injury in 
the ninth grade in Montgomery 
led ultimately to his 
membership in DECA, the dis- 


- tributive education organiza- 


tion. And that led eventually to 
his election as national presi- 
dent of DECA and, in turn, par- 
ticipation in the recent Jerry 
Lewis Telethon televised 
nationally from Las Vegas. 
Woody reminisced in the of- 
fice of Education Dean Jack 
Blackburn during the first day 
of classes. He had stopped by to 
receive a $200 DECA 
scholarship: “I never cared 
about anything but football, 
and when I was in the ninth 
grade I broke my hand and I 
was completely lost. I had 
nothing to do. My grades fell 
and I flunked the only course I 
had ever failed,” said Woody. 


When he lost interest even in 
his appearance, Woody began to 
worry. “I decided I was going to 
have to get involved in 
something. Some friends told 
me about the diversified educa- 
tion program and DECA and I 
decided to try it. It changed my 
whole life.”” DECA (Distributive 
Education Clubs of America) is 
made up of high school students 
in the program who combine 
study with afternoon jobs in the 
areas of marketing and 
management. Woody found a 
job as shipping and receiving 
clerk for a hardware store. 

The direction for Woody was 
up from that point. He began as 
local parliamentarian for his 
high school club, became local 
president, state president, and 
now national.

In 1964 he was diagnosed as 
having polycystic disease, an 
hereditary kidney 
disease, but one which was 
treatable. “The doctors told me 


, then my life-style was going to 


change and that the time was 


- eoming when my kidneys would 


be useless and I would have to 
begin dialyzing,” said McCay. 
That time came in February, 


1975. Bleeding complications 


forced the removal of one of his 
kidneys, the other just quit func- 
tioning. McCay joined a rather 


exclusive club of about 270 


_ Alabamians who are alive 


_ because of the dialysis machine. 


“In simple terms this machine 
serves as my kidneys,” said Mc- 


Cay. “It performs two functions: 
_ first, it purifies my blood, taking 


out all the impurities in it. Then 


it draws out all the fluids in my 


_ body. Since I have no kidneys 


there is no way for me to release 


_ my fluids, so every ounce I con-

sume must come out through 


this process.” 
It didn’t take Charles and 


_ Joyce McCay very long to fully 


understand the life-style 
changes the doctors had 


predicted nearly a dozen years 


before. “I am on the machine 
every three days for six hours at 


a time. It is not critical that I be 


‘on the machine at the same 


hours for each treatment, nor is 
it absolutely necessary that I be 


on every third day. But my doc- 


tors encouraged me to do so and 
that’s all the encouraging I 
need,” McCay grinned like the

country boy he is. (He’s a native 
of Locust Fork in Blount Coun- 
ty.) ' 
Like 120 other Alabamians, 
McCay has a dialysis unit in his 
home. “One of the things my 
doctors emphasized was that I 
not act like I was sick. By dialyz- 
ing in the home it keeps you ona 
pretty regular routine and it 
keeps me from having to travel 
from Montgomery to Bir- 
mingham twice weekly. When I 
dialyze I get into some comfor- 
table clothes and stretch out in 
my lounge chair just like you 
would to read the paper or watch 
gs ' By 


Surprisingly Simple 


To a visitor the dialysis 
process is surprisingly simple. 
Like giving blood at the Red 
Cross office, a needle and a 
plastic tube transport the 
patient’s blood from his wrist 
into the machine and then back 
into his body. “I don’t feel any 
sensation while I dialyze. I can 
read or do paperwork, make 
phone calls or even take a short 
nap. Ofcourse, Ican’t get up and 
move around and I do try to keep 
my arm pretty still while lam on 
the machine. 

“Some dialysis patients have 
more difficulty than I do. They 
can have physical problems 
while dialyzing or they might 
have some emotional hang-ups 
about it. Most of the physical 
pain results when a person con- 
sumes too much fluids during 
the days he is off the machine. I 
have what the doctors calla ‘dry 
weight’ of 149 pounds, that is, I 
have to weigh 149 every time I 
get off the machine, not a pound 


more or less. Sometimes I lose 
one or two pounds, sometimes 
three or four, anytime you have 
to draw off more than five or six 
pounds of fluids it gets painful. 
This is one reason I follow a 
strict diet. Another reason is 
that there is a danger that the 
excess fluids will collect around 
the heart and cause a heart at- 
tack,” said McCay. 

While the dialysis treatments 
fall every third day, the strict 
adherence to the diet is a daily 
ritual. “I’m on a low protein, low 
potassium, low fluid, no salt 
diet. My total consumption of li- 
quids can be no more than a 
quart a day. And there are only 
certain drinks I can have. I can 
have very small: portions of 
most food stuffs, excepting 
those with salt. 

“Complicating this is the fact 
that I am very anemic which 
means I tire easily. The normal 
person has about 45 percent red 
blood cells in his blood system. I 
have about 17 per cent. But for 
the most part Iam handling the 
diet well. In a sense I was 
prepared for it, because I was on 
a controlled diet before I began 
dialyzing,” said McCay. 


‘I can live with 
this machine for the 
rest of my life’ 


Call it what you will, deter- 
mination, self-discipline or 
courage, Charlie McCay is con- 
vincing when he says, “I can 
live with this machine for the 
rest of my life. A lot of patients 
can’t handle it. They learn of 
their illness one day and go on 
the machine the next. One man 
who had been on the machine 
decided one day he couldn’t take 
it anymore. He refused to get 
back on it. He lived for two 
months. I had years to accept it, 
to prepare emotionally for it. 


This doesn’t mean there are not 
discouraging times. There are, 
but they’re not so frequent 
now,” said McCay. 

One big reason McCay 
handles it so well is Mrs. Mc- 
Cay. A native of Pensacola, 
Joyce met Charles while atten- 
ding Auburn in the early ’60s. 
He was a big wheel on campus, 
active in numerous 
organizations and was the 
editor of the student newspaper. 
In fact Joyce is wallpapering 
the study of their new 
Montgomery home with some of 
the Plainsman issues that her 
husband edited. 

After graduation the two 
married and made plans for a 
family, like young couples will 
do. But ‘children were not to 
come to the McCays. “When the 
doctors diagnosed my illness 
back in ’64, they advised us not 
to have children. They said the 
best way to stop a hereditary 
disease like mine was to stop it 
with me.” 

“T couldn’t make it without 
her,” McCay said looking at 
Joyce. “She’s not just my wife, 
she’s my partner. Every dialysis 
patient has to havea partner... 
we learned that at our training. 
And I’ve got the best partner 
around.” 

The training McCay referred 
to was a. six-week intensive 
program at the University 
Hospital in Birmingham for 
both the dialysis patient and his 
partner. It is required before a 
dialysis unit is sent home. “It 
takes two persons to operate this 
machine. Joycespends aboutan 
hour getting the machine ready 
for the treatment. And there are 
several things that have to be 
monitored during the process. 
Of course some of the training 
concerned emergency instruc- 
tions. If there is a power failure 
while I am dialyzing, then we 


leadership came during the 
Labor Day weekend when he

Woody, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Marion S. Norris of 
Montgomery, has found his 
niche in distributive education 
which is one of several 
vocational education programs 
in Alabama. 


Wants to Teach 


“I'd like to teach in dis- 
tributive education for a while, 
but my ultimate goal is to be a 
statesman,’ says Woody. If 
someday, as he hopes, he winds 
up in the governor’s chair, he 
can credit that to his football in- 
jury. 
“It was the best thing that 
ever happened to me,” Woody 
declares. 


use a hand pump on the 
machine. Various warning 
signals indicate if there are any 
malfunctions. I always have a 
pair of clamps at my side during 
the treatment. If anything 
happens unexpectedly, I can 
clamp down on this tube and cut 
off the blood flow into the 
machine. Even if I lost the blood 
that was out of my body, it 
wouldn’t harm me. It never 
amounts to more than a pint,” 
said McCay. 


Supplies Cost $1,000 
Per Month 


“T can’t say enough about the 
people at the University 
Hospital in Birmingham and I 
am a War Eagle die hard. Those 
people are the most dedicated I 
have ever seen. They do a 
tremendous job handling the 
dialysis program for the state of 
Alabama. This machine I use 
belongs to them . .. some people 
buy them, the cost is not so 
prohibitive, about $6,000. But 
the supplies for the treatment 
run upwards of $1,000 a month. 
I’m just thankful for Medicare. 
Several years ago Congress in- 
cluded persons on the dialysis 
machine as eligible for 
assistance no matter their age. I 
could not make it without that.” 

For the past 11 years Charles 
McCay has been the director of 
information for the giant 
Montgomery-based Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation. On 
June 30 of this year he retired. 
The reasons were obvious; no 
longer could he devote the time 
and effort the job demanded. He 
will remain as a consultant, 
however. 


One Day at a Time 


As for the future, he’s taking it 
one day at a time. “The doctors

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Third Auburn Kirk Newell— 


Alum Commands Deep-Diving Sub

Off and on for the past 65 years, the James Kirk Newells 
have made their share of news at Auburn University. That’s 
Kirk Newell I, II, and III. And this fall, Kirk Newell, III, ’66 


will be making world news, div- 
ing nearly 4 miles deep into the 
ocean aboard his new naval 
command, the deep sea explora- 


tion submarine USS 
Bathyscaph Trieste IT. 
In 1913, his grandfather, 


James Kirk Newell ’14, charged 
down the football field at 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
for many of his famous kick-off 
returns. The ‘‘Dadeville 
Dodger” was captain of the 
championship Auburn football 
team that year, and one of 
Auburn’s all time great quarter- 
backs. 


Never Played 
Football Before 


Newell I, a. pharmacy 
graduate, had never played foot- 
ball before he came to API. Buta 
syndicated New York 
sportswriter said of his 1913 
season, “Kirk Newell has no 
superior and few equals.” He 
was assistant football coach at 
Auburn in 1916-17, then worked 
at Lederle Laboratories Divi- 
sion of the American Cyanamid 
Co. until his retirement. 

His son, Kirk Newell, II, 
graduated from API in 1941 
with a B.S. degree in 
mechanical engineering, leav- 
ing behind a long list of student 
service on the Glomerata staff, 


the Debate Council, the 
American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, 


Omicron Delta Kappa, and 
Alpha Phi Omega, to name a 
few. 

Newell II worked with the 
General Electric Co. in Schenec- 
tady, N.Y. and Lynn, Mass., 
where his son, Kirk III, was 
born. In 1966 he was manager of 
the Range Evaluation 


Laboratory of General Electric 
in Louisville, Ky. 


Alumni Engineering 
Council 


Still active with his alma 
mater, he was instrumental in 
organizing the Auburn Alumni 
Engineering Council in 1965. 

A couple of years later, in 
1968, James Kirk Newell, III, 
received his M.S. in electrical 
engineering from Auburn Uni- 
versity and was commissioned 
into the U.S. Navy. He served on 
the USS Sablefish, followed by 
duty under instruction at the 
Naval Submarine School, New 
London, Conn., immediately 
after graduation from Auburn. 
He served on the USS Trout 
from 1968 to 1970 and on the 
USS Albacore to 1972, when he 
became executive officer of the 
Naval ROTC Unit and 
Associate Professor of Naval 
Science at the Maine Maritime 
Academy, Castine, Maine. 


Took Command 
In July 


This July he took command of 
the US deep sea exploration sub- 
marine in San Diego, Calif. 
Ledr. Newell’s new command, 
the Bathyscaph ‘Trieste, was 
built by a Swiss physicist near 
Naples, Italy, in 1953. Named 
for the town of Trieste, Italy, 
whose townspeople contributed 
funds for its construction, the 
Trieste was purchased in 1957 
by the U.S. Office of Naval 
Research and assigned to assist 
and support oceanographic 
research efforts of the U.S. 
Navy. 

The submarine was in- 


strumental in the 1963-64 search 


for the wreckage of the USS | 
Thresher, which sank in the | 


Atlantic with all hands aboard. 
Since then, the Trieste II has 
been involved with other search 
and recovery missions, as well 
as with training of naval of- 
ficers and testing and 
evaluating deep submergence 
concepts, equipment and sen- 
sors. 


Deepest Known Spot 
In Ocean 


Certified with a 20,000-foot 
depth capability, one of the 
Trieste’s most spectacular feats 
was the descent to 35,800 feet 
into the Challenger Deep, the 
deepest known spot in the 
world’s oceans, which had never 
been penetrated by a manned 
vehicle. 

According to Ledr. Newell, 
“The Trieste II and her support 
ship, Point Loma, will place 98 
per cent of the ocean depths 
within the reach of man.”

“You’re just too little and too cute to know anything,” 
Darlene Hunter, M.D., has been told a number of times. She 
laughs as she recalls a young student’s refusing to see her 


because the girl felt more secure 
under a male physician’s care. 
Although Dr. Hunter is petite (5 
feet 2) and has a girlish figure, 
she conducts business with a 
professionalism equal to any 
male doctor. She is the first 
female physician to work 
fulltime in Auburn’s Drake Stu- 
dent Health Center. 

Dr. Hunter directed the Stu- 
dent Health Clinic at Angelo 
State University in Texas for six 
years before she and her hus- 
band Dr. Thomas R. Hunter, Jr., 
a surgeon, came to Auburn in 
1975 to become assistant direc- 
tors of the Drake Center. 

The Hunters decided to move 
to Auburn to-give Dr. Hunter’s 
husband a chance to siow down 
from the surgeon’s hectic pace. 
He had considered a small town 
practice and when he saw the 
Drake Center ad in a medical 
journal, he recognized Dr. Garth 
Jarvis, medical director, as a 
former colleague from 
Galveston, Tex. The Hunters 
agreel that Auburn’s small- 
town atmosphere was exactly 
what they needed. 


Active Work 
On Campus 


Dr. Hunter’s enthusiasm for 
her field is evident not only as 
she speaks about her work here 
at Auburn, but in her activities. 
She has already given an inter- 
view on WEGL, Auburn’s cam- 
pus radio station, where she dis- 
cussed the problem and control 
of venereal disease. During 
Health Week sponsored by the 
Association of Women’s 
Students last January, Dr. 
Hunter spoke three times on the 
female anatomy and physiology 
and the subject of contracep- 
tives. Dr. Hunter considers the 
response by Auburn students to 
the seminar overwhelming. 
“People were sitting in the 
aisles.” In April and May, she 
also spoke to the freshman 
women in Alumni Hall and to 
several sororities on female 
anatomy and contraceptives 
and to the women’s pre-med 
society on feminine hygiene. Dr. 
Hunter and her husband 
publish student education 
pamphlets on such varying sub- 
jects as venereal disease and 
sunburn to distribute around 
campus. 


Plans Rape Seminar 


On October 20 (after the 
Alumnews goes to press) Dr. 
Hunter will moderate a seminar 
on rape which she has 
enthusiastically been planning. 
The Health Committee of the 


Student Government Associa-’ 


tion and the Women’s Caucus 
will sponsor the panel discus- 
sion which will be open to the 
Auburn campus and the com- 
munity. A columnist, a female 
physician, a psychologist, a 
female lawyer, and an Auburn 
policeman are expected to com- 
prise the panel. Dr. Hunter said

that many women have been 
afraid to walk on campus 
because of several reported 
rapes last year on campus and 
in town. Through the rape 
seminar, the Health Center 
hopes to educate freshman girls 
in protective measures. Dr. 
Hunter warned that “The 
program is not for the faint- 
hearted. It is very explicit.” A 
policeman will speak on protec- 
ting oneself in the home and on 
the street, and self-defense 
techniques will be 
demonstrated. Printed material 
covering the topics discussed, 
posters, and a bibliography of 
books about the subject will be 
available at the seminar. 

Dr. Hunter plans to follow the 
rape seminar with a human sex- 
uality seminar. “I want to en- 
courage men to attend these 
seminars,” she said. “Men are 
part of the problem, but also a 
part of the solution.” 


Finds Home 
for Girls 


In San Angelo, Dr. Hunter 
helped found the Concho Valley 
Home for Girls, where she was 
director and president. Seven 
girls, most of whom are from 
divided homes where they have 
been victims of alcoholism, sex- 
ual abuse, etc., live at the home 
under the supervision of 
houseparents. There the girls 
have responsibilities such as 
washing their own clothes, and 
they take care of one another.

The houseparents and a psy- 
chologist work with the girls 
and their parents to solve their 
problems. Even though she’s in 
Auburn, Dr. Hunter continues to 
keep in close contact with the 
development of the Concho 
Valley Home.

In addition to her interest in 
community and civic projects, 
Dr. Hunter also enjoys reading, 
wood carving, crafts, sewing, 
and spectator sports, “especial- 
ly football.” She admits to being 
an avid Dallas Cowboy fan as 
well as an Auburn fan. After 
talking to the Auburn players 
during team physicals, Dr. 
Hunter said the Tigers “have a 
good attitude, and are out to win 
this year.” 

For Christmas decorations, 
Dr. Hunter makes papier- 
mache’ angels to be used as 
mantel pieces or wall plaques. 
She first got interested in 
papier-mache’ crafts when she 
worked with a Texas junior 
league. One of her angels sold 
for $40 in San Angelo to go 
toward a fund for the Concho 
Valley Home for Girls.

“Of the top 100 weeds in Alabama we have 80 of them right 
here in Auburn,” says Dr. Gale A. Buchanan, professor of 
weed science in the Department of Agronomy and Soils and a 


recent recipient of an Alumni 
Professorship. It’s not that the 
rolling plains of manicured 
lawns and trimmed bushes 
which make up the Auburn cam- 
pus are plagued with some ab- 
normal weed infestation. Quite 
the contrary. The weeds—at 
least the ones which interest Dr. 
Buchanan—are confined . to 
several acres near the main 
campus, and their numbers in- 
clude everything from balloon 
vine and cypress vine morning 
glory to jimson weed and sickle 
pod. There is also plenty of fall 
panicum and pig weed in the 
soybean plots under study. 
Coincidentally this same area 
includes Alabama’s oldest rota- 
tion crop begun in 1886. 


Interested in 
Weeds 


However, Dr. Buchanan’s in- 
terest is in the effect the 
different weeds have on crop 
yield (especially peanuts and 
soybeans), the effect of various 
herbicides on the weeds, and 
economic thresholds for weed 
control. Dr. Buchanan explain- 
ed economic threshold as that 
point which it is no longer 
economically sound to continue 
applying herbicides to achieve 
maximum crop yield. “It’s long 
and laborious work,” says Dr. 
Buchanan, ‘‘because the 
different weeds require specific 
treatment as to how much her- 
bicide to use, what kind to use, 
and how eften to apply the 
chemical before the economic 
threshold is reached.” Soil con- 
dition also plays a major part in 
determining economic 
threshold. “For example,” he 
said, “if the soil pH (acidity) is 
raised to a favorable level for 
certain crops, the Florida 
Beggarweed becomes extremely 
difficult to control.’ 

Besides using the land 
available at Auburn for weed 
study, Dr. Buchanan has con- 
ducted several joint ex- 
periments with the University 
of Florida on his father’s land in 
Madison County, Florida. “We 
get a lot more out of joint ex- 
periments because we know 
what will affect a whole area in- 
stead of a particular portion of 
our own state,” he said. In the 
instance of his father’s land, it 
was determined that four weeks 
of weed control was the 
economic threshold for the 
season’s corn crop under study.

“We knew if we controlled the 
weeds all year we would have 
maximum yield, but that isn’t 
economically feasible, and two 
weeks of control allows the 
weeds to cut too much into the 
crop’s yield. The herbicide 
manufacturers and the local dis- 
tributors are the ones who make 
the money on herbicides. What 
were trying to do here at 
Auburn is save the farmer some 
money and at the same time in- 


crease his yield so he can keep 
pace with the rising cost of 
Operating a farm.’’ Dr. 
Buchanan has also been in- 
strumental in conducting joint 
experiments with peanut, soy- 
bean, and corn crops in coopera- 
tion with the Tifton, Ga., Experi- 
ment Station, the University of 
Arkansas, and the Delta 
Branch Experiment Station in 
Stoneville, Miss. 


Worst lawn in 
Auburn 


Dr. Buchanan found his own 
lawn useful in conducting her- 
bicide experiments outside the 
highly controlled acreage on the 
Auburn campus. “I must have 
the worst looking lawn in 
Auburn,” he said. “I’ve got 
brown spots and places where 
the grass couldn’t be prettier. I 
also spray the bushes and 
shrubs quite often with the 
different chemicals manufac- 
tured for home use. Many people 
don’t realize that what may be 
pretty in their yards is also 
harmful to certain crops. Take 
honey suckle for example. It’s 
the worst thing that could 
happen to timber production or 
fruit orchards.” 


‘The whole 
chemical industry

Do environmentalists pose a 
threat to Dr. Buchanan who has 
been called upon on several oc- 
casions to testify as an expert 
witness in environmentalists 
vs. herbicide manufacturers 
court cases? “Indirectly they are 
more of a threat to our work 
than they area direct threat,” he 
said. ‘‘The whole chemical 
business is in an uproar because 
of a vocal minority. Chemicals 
are not some kind of evildemons 
which are going to poison our 
environment. I would be the 
first to advocate that a certain 
chemical be removed from the 
market if it were found harm- 
ful.” Some 40 different chemical 
manufacturers in the United 
States and foreign countries 
send herbicides and pesticides 
to Auburn for analyzing. 

The university receives ap- 
proximately $45,000 a year in 
major grants from the chemical 
industry to study the effect their 
chemicals have on crops and the 
environment. ‘“‘This money 
serves as a life blood for our 
department,” Dr. Buchanan 
said. “We are able to buy extra 
equipment and hire extra stu- 
dent help which wouldn’t or- 
dinarily be covered in our 
budget. We get a lot of good work 
out of student help especially for 
the money we pay them.” One 
appropriate example is Chris 
Weed who was recommended to 
Dr. Buchanan by a graduating 
student worker. “Chris was 
working in our department 
while studying towards his 
master’s in speech. I wasn’t 
quite sure the student who 
recommended him knew what 


he was saying, but Chris knew 
how to operate the various 
pieces of equipment and he has 
me so involved with weed 
science that he is going to work 
towards his Ph.D. in our depart- 
ment after he completes his 
master’s. He sure has the name 
for it,” Dr. Buchanan said. “It’s 
really a shame that the 
chemical industry and those of 
us who work with them have 
been cast in such a bad light 
because you can’t ban all the 
herbicides in use at once.” 

Constantly striving to 
educate the public and present 
herbicides in a positive light, Dr. 
Buchanan has served numerous 
professional and public 
organizations and presented 
several papers at conventions 
throughout the United States 
and the world. He is the editor of 
Weeds Today, the service 
magazine for the weed control 
industry, and he is the 
president-elect of the Southern 
Weed Science Society. He was 
one of three men responsible for 
organizing the Plant Growth 
Regulator Working Group in 
1973, an organization which 
boasts of over 1,000 members to 
date, and he was instrumental 
in organizing the Alabama 
Society of Weed Science. 

He has also served on the 
board of directors for the Weed 
Science Society of America and 
was a member of the State 
Pesticide Advisory Committee 
to the 
Agriculture for the State of 
Alabama, the committee which 
was charged with drafting a 
pesticide law for Alabama. 


Enthusiastic 
about CAST 


However, it’s CAST, the 
Council for Agricultural Science 
and Technology, that Dr. 
Buchanan is most enthusiastic 
about. He thinks it can bring to 
light the factual nature of 
pesticides and herbicides. 
CAST’s purpose is to ensure 
that science and technology 
work together to provide a basis 
of understanding whenever an 
agricultural problem arises. 
“The CAST organization was 
not formed with the idea of be- 
ing for or against any specific 
issue,” Dr. Buchanan explain- 
ed. “It’s a national organization 
concerned with national 
problems. Whenever any in- 
dividual, company, or organiza- 
tion has an agricultural 
problem, whether they be pro- 
environmentalist or pro- 
chemical, it’s our job to organize 
a task force to examine the 
problem from all angles and 
report just the facts. I believe 
this organization, more than 
any others, will bring to light 
the good aspects of proper 
chemical usage and will be in- 
strumental in weeding out the 
unnecessary usage of chemicals 
along with the hazards of too lit- 
tle chemical usage.” 


Skyjacked 


During a flight a couple years 
ago back to Montgomery from 
Memphis, Tenn., where Dr. 
Buchanan was editing Weeds 
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Today, he ran into another 
world problem, much more 
attention-getting than en- 
vironmentalists vs. the 
chemical industry. A terrorist 
skyjacked his plane and Dr. 
Buchanan spent the weekend 
flying about the U.S. and finally 
ending up in Cuba.

“At first I thought it was one 
of the Alabama fans from 
Memphis who had gotten a little 
too much into the spirit of the 
Alabama-L.S.U. game and had 
forgotten to get off the plane in 
Birmingham, but when he 
started waving a .38 I knew 
different. We proceeded to fly to 
Jackson, Miss., and then Detroit 
which we circled several times 
and finally we landed in Toron- 
to, Canada, where we took on 
more fuel. Next, it wason to Lex- 
ington, Ky., then Chattanooga, 
Tenn., where we got more fuel 
and the $2 million demanded by 
the skyjacker. 

“By now it was beginning to 
be late Saturday afternoon and 
the 30 or so passengers on the 
plane were off to Havana, Cuba. 
The skyjacker must of decided 
that he didn’t receive a warm 
enough welcome in Havana so 
we took offagain and headed for 
Key West, Fla. 

“We got more fuel in Key West 
and flew to Orlando where the 
authorities had the tires shot 
out, but that didn’t stop him and 
we were back in the air and on 
our way back to Havana where 
we made an emergency landing 
on flat tires. After the Cuban 
authorities took control in 
Havana, we were shuttled off to 
a hotel where we had the run of 
the place including the pool and 
restaurant. It was really quite 
enjoyable spending the evening 
in Havana. 

“A plane picked us up Sunday 
afternoon and I was back in 
Montgomery by midnight. Odd- 
ly enough I had to get up Mon- 
day morning and catch a flight 
to England where I addressed 
the British Weed Science Socie- 
ty. |wasn’t nervous about flying 
again, but I sure gave everyone 
the once-over.” 


Polkweed gets his 
vote for our 
Bicentennial weed 


Hardly as harrowing an ex- 
perience as being skyjacked, Dr. 
Buchanan has also worked with 
the South’s more popular weeds, 
kudzu and polkweed, (Phyto 

erican), as it is known to the 
professionals and a weed which 
gets Dr. Buchanan’s vote for our 
Bicentennial weed, Everett S. 
(Sam) Lyle, Jr., of the Auburn 
Forestry Department was hav- 
ing some trouble with polkweed 
interfering with the growth of 
Pine trees on spoil banks from 
Strip mines. “For some strange 
reason,’ says Dr. Buchanan, 
Polkweed does extremely well 
on the spoil banks and robs the 
young saplings of the limited 
amount of nutrients. Mr. Lyle

up with the right herbicide.” In 
the case of kudzu, Dr. Buchanan 
explained that, “75 percent of 
the South’s kudzu can be found 
on the right-of-way along 
highways. It was orginally in- 
troduced in the South as a 
forage crop for winter feed for 
cattle. Kudzu is simply an exam- 
ple where better and more 
managable alternatives have 
been developed. Kudzu is not go- 
ing to over run the South. It can 
be controlled, but the process in- 
volves a lot of work and time 
and at the present it is not 
necessary to rid the right-of- 
ways of kudzu.” 


‘Help is not really 
help, unless it 
makes other help 
unnecessary’ 


Having worked with 
agriculture since beginning 
college in the late 50’s at the 
University of Florida where he 
was voted the Outstanding Stu- 
dent in Agronomy in 1959, Dr. 
Buchanan has some. very 
definite ideas as to the future of 
the world’s hungry. “The Un- 
ited States cannot feed the 
world, but we can show them 
how to feed themselves. Help is 
not really help, unless it makes 
other help unnecessary. In other 
countries of the world, food 
production is more political 
than agricultural. A U.S. farmer 
would not think twice about put- 
ting in a 15-hour day if that was 
what was needed. It’s the 
American way—if there’s a job 
to be done we do it, whereas in 
more socialistic oriented coun- 
tries everyone puts in their time 
and quits when the working 
period is up. When we are in the 
planting season here at Auburn, 
everyone from Ph.D.’s on down 
will put in as much as 12 or 13 
hours a day. It’s what has to be 
done if we are going to serve the 
Alabama farmer and farmers in 
general to the best of our abili- 
ty.” " 


‘You have to 
keep hookin’ it’ 


Dr. Buchanan also feels 


strongly about the way 


Alabama’s Extension program 
is currently set up as compared 
to other states. Presently in 
Alabama, he says, “all Ph.D.’s 
work in Auburn whereas in 
other states they scatter them 
out to the various experiment 
stations. A Ph.D. has to stay on 
top of things. You can’t put him 
out on a project and expect the 
same high caliber of perfor- 
mance 10 years from now. You 
have to keep hookin’ it or a 
Ph.D. in 1976 won’t be worth 
two cents in 1996.” To keep 
‘“hookin’ it” Dr. Buchanan took 
a sabbatical to the University of 
Georgia where he studied 
biochemistry. “I’m planning on 
taking another sabbatical soon 
I hope.” But first things first as 
the Alabama growing season 
draws to a brief close and Dr. 
Buchanan. completes several 
herbicide experiments and he 
winds up his teaching respon- 
sibilities. ; 
Despite all his energies being 
channeled into his work, Dr.
